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Continuation of 11 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: In regards to applicant's argument on page 2 
concerning claim 1 , applicant states: The Office Action cites to portions of Nomiyama, which only indicate that the user of the Nomiyama 
system inputs "a keyword," see also FIGS. 3-4. This is different than the claimed invention in which the user may input multiple retrieval 
keywords and the document select unit retrieves documents that match the keywords. 

The examiner respectfully disagrees that Nomiyama fails to teach the concept of the user having the ability to input multiple keywords. 
For further clarification, in column 4, lines 18-23, Nomiyama recites "Based on a retrieval expression formed of a single keyword or plural 
keywords combined by logic symbols, the keyword retrieval engine 208 retrieves the keyword-to-ID index 204, accesses the contents of 
the document database 202 with the ID for the relevant document, and returns the title or the contents of the relevant document. The 
rejection cited lines 24-27, which state The user input/display module 210 gives a keyword to be retrieved or other commands to the 
keyword retrieval engine 208 and displays the title or contents of a document returned from the keyword retrieval engine." The term 
"retrieval expression" utilized in lines 18-23 is considered to be equivalent to the phrase "a keyword to be retrieved or other commands" 
since they are both submitted to the retrieval engine for the purpose of returning the title or the contents of the relevant document. 

The rejections of claims 2-9, 13-21, 25 and 26, which either depend from claim 1 or contain similar limitations as claim 1, are 
maintained since all limitations of claim 1 are considered to be taught by the combination of Nomiyama and Rubinstein. 
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
